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Foreword 


Canadian import data, showing the value of hundreds of 
products absorbed into the Canadian economy from other 
countries, are published annually by the Trade and Industry 
Branch of the Ontario Department of Economics 

and Development. Statistics in this booklet cover the 
period 1959-1962. 

These statistics have proven their value because they indicate 
possible opportunities for the manufacture of new products 
and the establishment of new industries, not only by Canadians, 
but also by British, American and European manufacturing firms. 

In 1962, Canada imported $6.3 billion worth of goods and, 
as in the past, most of these imports were in fully manufactured 
form. As shown on the opposite page, some 77 per cent of 
products imported into Canada were fully fabricated. 

While the volume of this type of import is excessively high, it 
also represents a prime target area for industrial opportunities. 
Canadian manufacturers, for a variety of reasons, cannot hope 
to fabricate all of the products that are made in this country. 
They have shown repeatedly, however, that they can reduce the 
number of Canadian imports by replacing them with 

domestic manufacture. 


With the steady expansion of Canadian industrial output 
due to import replacement, it is well to note that the 
approximately $5 billion worth of fully manufactured goods still 
imported annually represents a continuing source of choice 
industrial opportunities and a challenge to Canadian 
ingenuity and skills. 

To assist Canadian as well as American, United Kingdom 
and European manufacturers in making a full assessment of the 
Canadian market potential, the Trade and Industry Branch 
provides a free, professional advisory service to any firm 
interested in acquiring new products, opening a branch plant 
or working out a manufacturing arrangement.
